Cherbourg, France, Nov. 22.—With 
terrine force the North German Lloyd 
steamer Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse 
and the British Royal Mail line steam­ 
er Orinoco came together Wednesday 
Bight at 9:30 o’clock. 
• 
Both veasejs were outward hound 
from Southampton via Cherbourg for 
New York and W est Indian porta, re­ 
spectively. The shock is described as 
having been terrific, causing 
panics 
among passengers on board the two 
vessels, especially among emigrants. 
On the Orinoco three 
men and a 
woman were killed. 8ix women and a 
man were injured and five 
persons 
were knocked overboard and drowned. 
Of the two steam ers the Kaiser W il­ 
helm der Grosse Is said to have sus­ 
tained moBt dam age, but beyond the 
fact that she has a hole in one side of 
her the nature of her Injuries has not 
been ascertained. 
Four of the crew of the Kaiser W il­ 
helm der Grosse are reported to have 
been killd and twelve injured, but the 
exact num ber of killed and wounded 
on the vessel has not been reported 
here. 
The dam age to the Orinoco was con­ 
fined to her bows. 
Both vessels re­ 
mained in the roadstead here. 
Several

tatty pierced between the 
decks.

W hen the collision 
occurred 
the 
K aiser Wilhelm der Grosse was steam ­ 
ing at the rate of seventeen knots an 
hour from Cherbourg

touched here on her voyage out. 
The 
Orinoco was bound for this port when 
the 
accident 
happened 
The com 
w ander of the Orinoco claims he sig­ 
naled he was going to the starboard 
of the North German Lloyd vessel, but 
the latter held her course across the 
Orinoco's bows and only went to the 
port of the Orinoco when it was too 
late. The engines of the Orinoco were 
reversed as soon as it appeared likeJj 
the accident would 
occur, but 
she 
crashed into the starboard bow of the 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, making a 
breach twelve feet wide In the stern 
of the Orinoco over the water line. 
which was carried away as the vessels 
cleared after the collision. 
The shock threw all passengers on 
the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse to their 
feet, and the grinding of the Orinoco s 
bow Into the steerage of the German 
vessel instantly 
killed four persons, 
disemboweling a girl eleven years old^ 
The captain of the Orinoco ordered 
the boats to be cleared away, but the 
panic on board of her 
w a s general. 
Some of the crew jumped into and 
launched two of her boats and several 
frenzied women attem pted to get Into 
them as they were being lowered over 
the side. One boat was swamped when 
It struck the w ater. 
So soon as the accident occurred a 
num ber of small boats from Cherbourg 
put out to the scene of the collision 
and succeeded in rescuing some sail­ 
ors and passengers who were strug­ 
gling in the w ater, but five of the crew 
of the Orinoco are believed to have 
been drowned. 
Some bodies of poi­ 
sons drowned have been recovered. 
Pilot Lesage had ju st left the Kaiser 
W ilhelm der Grosse when the accident 
occurred. 
Damage to the K aiser Wilhelm der 
G rosse is estim ated a t 3200,000.

This is what Dick Garrett said when 
Judge S. M. Davis told bim the sen­ 
tence of law could not be executed 
within thirty days from the time of 
conviction unless he voluntarily and 
of his own free will and accord waived 
his rights. 
Regardless of the con­ 
tinued admonition of friends be per­ 
sisted with perfect calmness in hav­ 
ing the sentence executed at once. 
Court convened at 9:30 o ’clock. Aft­ 
er the Jury had been secured three 
| w itnesses testified. 
The court room 
was crowded, and many persons stood 
outside. 
The Jury soon returned a 
verdict, assessing death as the penalty. 
Work was then begun on the build­ 
ing of the scaffold, which was com plet­ 
ed at 1:20 o’clock, and th*' m ilitary 
companies present, together with the 
officers, escorted the prisoner to the 
scaffold, which had been bul It in the 
open In the court house yard. 
There 
were hundreds 
of people, including 
men, women and children, to w itness 
the execution. 
The negro walked up the steps of 
the gal’.ows and held his exceptional 
nerve to the last, showing absolutely 
no fear or regard for the fate that 
was In store for him. 
It was 1:27 o'clock when the spring 
was touched by Sheriff Booth. 
The 
negro dropped about twelve feet, but 
hi* neck was not broken. Drs. Sw ear 
tngeni Barron and Duke of this city 
and Dr. McMlckln of Kirbyville tended 
the puke of the prisoner, and It was 
ten minutes before he was pronounced 
dead. 
His bady was taken in charge 
by his friends and burled as he re­ 
quested. 
Dr. Paul had been requested to aa 
Hist in arresting the negro. 
Garrett 
shot Dr. Paul twice, the second shot, 
both fired from a shotgun, hitting him 
in the head. 
The negro was in the 
home of Judge Short. 
Both the Judge 
and Mrs. Short are 111 from prostra­ 
tion.
